a powerfu l navy , and am ple land de­ 
fenses at all sea ports has become im ­ 
perative. 
A navy , however pow er­ 
fu l. wou ld be greatly handicapped 
and lim ited in its u sefu lness u nless 
the coast fortifications are adequ ate 
to protect every large seaport city , 
leaving it free to roam the seas 
in 
search of an enem y or to m enace the 
coast of a belligerent power. 


How the W est Is Affected. 
It is not only for the benefit and 
protection of the coast 
cities 
and 
cou ntry tha t land fortifications m u st 
be m aintained bu t for the interior as 
w'ell. 


This is especially tru e or the Mis­ 
sissippi Valley cities and 
cou ntry . 
H ere it is tha t the great bu lk of ou r 
vast foreign 
commerce 
originates, 
su ch as cattle, lu m ber, grain, cotton 
m anu factu red goods, foodstu ffs, etc. 
The foreign dem and of ou r over­ 
produ ction is so great as to stim u ­ 
late prices and produ ction, thu s in­ 
du cing the u nbou nded prosperity this 
cou ntry now enjoy s. In tim es of war 
or when the peace and tranqu ility of 
ou r nation is threatened this condi­ 
tion wou ld be reversed u nless the 
seaports throu gh which this foreign 
trade m u st pass are adequ ately pro­ 
tected by land defenses, alway s k ept 
In a high state of efficiency . 
The people of this great self-su s­ 
taining valley , depending 
u pon a 
foreign m ark et for the disposal of 
their overprodu ction, shou ld there­ 
fore encou rage congress to provide 
adequ ate protection and 
Insu rance 
against com m ercial depression, which 
wou ld su rely arise in tim es of war 
If the m ost efficient coast defenses 
are not m aintained. 
W hen ask ed as to the present state 
of efficiency of ou r national defense 
he rem ark ed tha t du ring the past 
five y ears the United 
States 
has 
strengthened Its relative position by 
leaps and bou nds, u ntil today 
we 
are second to no nation, not In the 
nu m ber of battleships and arm am ent, 
and size of standing arm y , bu t In gen 
eral efficiency and rating. 


W hy Men Are Needed. 
The Am erican people may

feel prou d of their arm y and navy , 
and only recently by the tim ely a» -’ 


This very grave condition can be 
m ade m ore im pressive to lay m en by 
citing actu al conditions existing at 
the fort at which I have been sta­ 
tioned du ring the past y ear. F ort 
M onroe, Va. This is the m ost strong­ 
ly fortified point In the U nited States, 
if not in the world, 
A y ear ago when joint m aneu vers 
of the navy and coast artillery were 
held, sim u lating actu al w arfare, with 
C hesapeak e Bay as the objective. It 
was necessary to rem ove the coast 
artillery to P ort Monroe, all along the 
A tlantic coast, from Portland. Me., 
to Fort M organ, Ala. 
Yet in tim e 
of w ar all sea ports wou ld of cou rse 
requ ire and dem and adequ ate pro 
tection, 
Twenty -.six com panies wei 
assem bled at this fort, w hereas there 
are now bu t eight companies. Conse 
qu ently m any of the expensive gu ns 
and carriages and equ ipm ent are ou t 
of com m ission, 1. e.. in the hands o 
care-tak ers. 
A sim ilar 
condition 
now prevails a t all fortified points on 
either coast and the gu lf. At Galves 
ton, Tex., three m odern forts are 
w ithou t a garrison of any k ind w hat 
ever. 
M anj new batteries are in cou rse 
of consl'-irtion. a^'d other.^ contein 
plated by the T aft board, so that ou r 
problem is beeoirJng mo- a and more 
complex. How'ever, thtv,» defects can 
be easily rem edied by an a^t of con­ 
gress.
